Bainbridge Colby's Tribute to Presi- 


dent Wilson 


"I am not one of the F. O. B. G. O. 


P. packages," said Mr. Colby, refer- 
ring to a phase in Mr. Pulitzer's 
speech. 
"Some of those packages 


were broken in transit, and I have 
reason to believe the leakage is con- 
siderable. 


After he had paid his re'spects to 


the women in the boxes, Mr. Colby 
said: 


"Mr. President, I speak from the 


standpoint of a party that may be 
alien to you-in fact but is kindred to 
you in feeling and in purpose. We 
claim no monopoly on Progres'sivism. 
Your course, sir, has been watched 
and approved by Progressives who 
have seen in your acts the realization 
of their ideals and a purpose to re-

Jesus 
Christ and that grace and -peace pro 
ceed from .God is clearly set forth. 
C2) Thanksgiving (vv. 2 and 3) (a) 
For works of faith; (b) for their

works were "in the sight of God", is 
evidence of .their • genuineness, and 
such spiritual ' fruitage

(3) Knowledge in Paul's mind (v..4).

He had therefore sent Timothy from 
Berea to comfort them (3:15), who

Paul rebukes certain sins (4:1-12), ex- 
horting them to.godliness and to love 
one another. He then touches upon a 
doctrine which was 
one of 
his 


strongest reasons for writing to these 
Thessalonians. The imminent return 
of Christ had been strongly empha- 
sized, but in the months of Paul's ab- 
sence somo of their number had died, 
died without seeing Christ's promised 
glory. 
Would those who remained 


have any advantage over the dead 
saints when Christ should come? It is 
to set their thinking aright that Paul 
writes. This he does by outlining the 
great and blessed hope of the church 
in its "rapture" at Christ's coming. 
This is more clearly set forth here 
than anywhere else in the New Testa- 
ment. Those who. mourned over de- 
parted loved ones are not to "sorrow 
as. those who had no hope." Jesus 
the risen, everlasting Savior and king, 
is certainly coming again in his king- 
dom of glory, "with a shout, with the 
voice of the archangel." Their sor- 
row is not that of the world, for those 
departed are but "sleeping" and will 
come back with Jesus when he comes. 
Together they who sleep and we who 
are alive shall be caught up "to meet 
the Lord in the air," all to dwell to- 
gather forevermpre with the Lord. 


Paul'fc description of the events of 


this second coming, this rapture of 
the church, has not yet been fulfilled, 
but he and th?. disciples were not mis 
taken as to its nearness, Its immi- 
nence. 


III. The Hope of Church and State 


(5:14-24). 
The letter closes with 


moral .exhortations with reference to 
spiritual leaders, care of one another, 
the spirit of prayer; and he exhorts 
them not to "quench the Spirit" by de 
spising prophesying, that preaching 
and testifying which can be exercised 
by the weakest, feeblest member of 
the church if he be Spirit-endued.

ALL-PURPOSE CHICKEN HOUSE 


Here is a sketch of what I consider 


my best all-purpose house. "t-his state I 
ment brings forth the question, why? 
Before answering this I want to say 
that there are many good houses "in 
use upon successful poultry farms or 
plants. 


The house as shown contains the 


four basic principles necessary to a' 
practically constructed poultry house,

variety of laying hens. Roosta and j 
dropping boards are placed in each 
corner at the back of the building and 
made so they can be inclosed in ex- 
treme cold weather by simply drop- 
ping a curtain in front of the roosts. 
Two tiers of nests are placed against 
the wall betwen these roosts at the 
back of the building. This roosting 
method gives youn flock a chance to 
divide during their roosting hours 
without crowding, thus avoiding dan- 
gers from colds, etc. 


A window is placed toward the front 


in, each end of the house, which helps 
to furnish light at the bottom of the 
building where needed when fowls are 
scratching for their food in the litter. 
One door, placed as indicated, with 
he open front two 'feet from the 
ground, assures against any draft 
when you enter the house. There is 
no need of using muslin upon this 
front except in stormy or exceedingly 
2old weather. The open front also fur- 
nishes light close to the floor, which 
also helps the, fowls in their scratch- 
Ing for food. It also affords the very 
best possible system of circulation and 
irentilation when the front is open by 
asing the adjustable windows at the i 
top as an outlet for impure air. These 
windows at the front near the top fur- 
nish the light which keeps the roosts 
and roost boards dry. You will note 
that they come in* just the proper 
place for the sun to shine into the 
extreme corners at the back of the 
building. 
My experience has taught 


me that we must have light in the 
house. T.he more we have up to a cer- 
tain point, the better. 


A house of this size, built of drop 


siding and tar paper with rubber roof- 
Ing, will keep 50 or 60 fowls warm and 
comfortable the coldest weather. Not 
only is this house splendid for laying 
hens, but it serves well for surplus 
cockerels; or, if uivided, makes the 
very best of breeding pens, or may be 
put to many other uses.

It is a 
good practice with such a breed to sim- 
ply let them eat a small quantity, and 
then fix the hopper, so that they will 
aave to scratch for their feed for the 
rest of the day. Exercise is one of the 
main things, in egg production, and the 
entire system of feeding should be di- 
rected towards giving them plenty of 
exercise, and at the same time ensur- 
ing a full crop when the bird goes to 
roost at night time. With the lighter 
breeds such as Leghorns, there is no 
trouble, whatever, with the birds be- 
coming too fat, but with the heavier 
breeds there is a tendency as above 
mentioned.—Nor'-West Farmer,

EGGS SAVED FOR INCUBATOR 


Should Be Kept in Cool, Well-Venti- 


tated Place—Aim to Keep Germ 


in Good Condition. 


Eggs saved for incubators, or for 


hatching in any manner, should be 
kept in a cool, well-Tentilated place, 
and not too dry, so as to retain the 
moisture and keep the germ in a good, 
healthy condition. We keep our eggs, 
in bran, using enough to hold the egg 
up on the small end, says a writer in 
an exchange. We do not believe eggs 
cared for in this manner need any 
turning before being incubated. Each 
egg must stand alone, and none should 
b© piled on top. Eggs saved for only 
two or three days can be kept in a 
basket or flat box, but it is not well to 
have toe many layers.

Sweetbreads boiled and pounded to 
i paste with cooked peas, adding sea- 
soning, makes a most delicious filling 
for sandwiches. 


Sweetbread 
Salad. — Cut 
small 


socked sweetbreads into dice and mix 
with twice the amount of finely cut 
celery. Mix mayonnaise with whipped 
cream, add a little onion juice and 
plenty of red pepper and salt and 
serve on head lettuce with slices of 
lemon for garnish. 


Larded 
Sweetbreads.—Soak three 


heart sweetbreads in cold water with 
a. bit of vinegar, drop them in boil- 
ing water for three minutes to blanch 
them, then plunge into cold water, 
press them between two plates for a 
half hour. Lard with strips of bacon. 
Put into a saucepan one sliced carrot, 
one sliced turnip, a few sprigs of 
parsley, and one sliced onion; lay on 
top the larded sweetbreads, and pour 
over them a cupful of stock, simmer 
slowly for thirty minutes. 
Melt a 


tablespoonful of butter in a saucepan, 
add a tablespoonful of flour and when 
welL mixed add to the stock; cook 
fi.ve minutes. Dish the sweetbreads 
and pour over them the sauce and 
"vegetables, or the sauce may be 
strained. 


Sweetbreads with mushrooms is a 


delicious combination which may be 
served in ramekins, patty shells or in 
timbale cases. 


Sweetbreads 
and 
Bacon.—Blanch

DISHES FOR VEGETARIAN. 


There are hundreds of delicious 


dishes quite unknown to the meat eat- 


er who has his vegeta- 
bles only boiled every 
time they appear. 


Potato Sausage.—Take 


half a pound of b'-ead 
crumbs, half a poi.nd of 
cold mashed potatoes, a 
quarter of a pound of 
chorpc-d onions, two eggs 
and a quarter of a pound 
of butter, with pepper 


and salt to taste. Mix all thoroughly 
and form into sausages, tie each in a 
cloth and boil as one does puddings. 
This sausage is good if cooked oat- 
meal is added instead of 
bread 


crumbs. 


Vegetable Curry.—Put some butter 


and slices of carrot in a saucepan, add 
a turnip cut in dice, some potato and 
also onion, cut fine Season with salt 
and add a little water. When the wa- 
ter reaches the boiling point add two 
tablespoonfuls of curry powder and a 
tablespoonful of flour, mixed together 
with a little cold water to make the 
mixture smooth. Stir until it boils and 
allow it to simmer until the vegetables 
are tender. Peas, cooked beans or 
rice are also good additions to this 
dish. 


Apple and Almond Pudding.-—Stew 


ten good cooking apples, sweeten to 
taste and flavor with lemon. Put a 
layer of cake crumbs in a butter.ed 
pudding dish, then add the apple pulp, 
over this scatter two heaping table- 
spoonfuls of finely chopped or ground 
almonds and pour over one cupful of 
custard. Bake in the oven until the 
custard Is set. When quite cold beat 
the whites of three eggs to a stiff 
froth, then add two tablespoonfuls of 
sugar and drop it by spoonfuls upon 
the custard in little heaps; set in the 
oven again until the whites are of a 
light brown color. Serve either hot 
or cold. 


Custard 
Souffle.—Put 
two table- 


spoonfuls of butter in a saucepan and 
when bubbling hot add two table- 
spoonfuls of flour, blend well and add 
a cupful of milk; cool until smooth. 
Add four egg yolks, beaten with two 
tablespoonfuls of sugar and set away 
to cool. Half an hour before serving 
fold in the beaten whites and baKe 
In a pudding dish set In hot water. 
Serve'with creamy sauco.

This 
was the first time that English 
peasants and laborers asserted 
that they were men. Centuries 
afterward some of the seed thus

Turkey bens raise much better 


poults than chicken hens, for tho rea- 
son that they never wean them, but 
hover them at night and watch over 
them days until they are nearly 
grown. Many a poor little poult never 
comes to be a "beautiful Thanksgiv- 
ing bird" because he has not the right 
start in life. 
He does not require 


much, and that is Just the point where 
we fail him. We want him to grow, 
and we stuff him until he gets indiges- 
tion, an enlarged liver and numerous 
other ills, and some fine morning we 
find him with his little toes pointed 
toward the North star. In the wild 
state little turkeys spend the first few 
weeks of their lives in the woods and 
live on insects and seeds. They have 
to exercise to get food and consume 
only a small quantity at a time. We 
cannot follow nature exactly, but we 
can use good sense if we will. A ra-n 
egg is nature's food for a young bird 
More than that, it is easily digested 
and, like insects, it is a meat food 
therefore a good substitute. Wheat 
bran is a bulky and bone-making food 
and will not harden in the bowels and 
cause trouble. Sour milk is medicinal

Sour Milk Exerts Beneficial Influence 


on Digestion of Young Fowls, 


Account Its Acid. 


The best animal food for chicks is 


sour milk. On account of the acid it 
contains sour milk exerts a beneficial 
influence on the digestion of the 
chick. Sour milk can safely be kept 
before the chicks all the time. Milk 
should always be supplied in fountains 
that will not permit the chick to get 
its down wet. A chick stuck up with 
milk is a sorry sight. 
Vessels in 


which milk is supplied should be 
scalded and aired daily. 


Some poultryinon Bllll practice and 


advocate th.6 feeding of eggs tested 
out ef Incubators to baby chicks. A 
hara*boiled egg, when of known qual- 
ity, makes a rather indigestible tood 
for the chick's tender orga&s, but 
when eggs are fed that come from an 
incubator that has subjected them 
to a temperature of 1*03 degrees for a 
week, one is courting danger. Not all 
eggs that are tested out of incubators 
are infertile. 


If you feed tested-out eggs to baby 


chicks be quite certain that they are 
infertile. Eggs containing blood spots 
or red streaks should be discarded, as 
they were fertile and the germs are 
in a "state of decomposition. The in- 
fertile egg, when held before a strong 


, is perfectly clear.
